Let the Department of Education 
| juggle the curriculum as much as 
it is inclined, but it makes no dif- 
|ence to the best teachers whom we 
|; have always with us. In the atmos- 
phere of learning which they create 
it does not matter much what sub- 
jects are taught, They can rouse 
the enthusiasm of their pupils even 
;in geometry, trigonometry or book 
| keeping. They can make penmau- 
ship or spelling interesting.

Hence in abolishing the fetish of 
discipline in the schools, we abolish 
discipline altogether and leave it to 
the children to follow the road of 
enterprise under inexpert supervis- 
jon. No wonder the best teachers 
want to turn back and base their 
teaching on the well tried, well 
tested and well drilled methods of 
their youth.

CHRISTMAS CAKFS 


A few hints on Christmas cakes, v 


not usually ineluded in directions 
given in recipes, are offered by Mrs. 
Vera MacDonald, Supervisor of the 
Home Economics Division of the 
Alberta Department of Agriculture, 

When preparing the fruit for your 
Chistmas cake be careful to dry the 
raisins well on a towel after wash- 
ing them. Adding wet fruit will re- 
sult in a soggy cake. On the other 
hand, if your fruit peel is very dry 
and stiff, steam it in a_ strainer 
placed over boiling water, Sprinkle 
the fruit lightly with flour so that 
it will not sink in the cake. 

Choose your cake pan carefully 
a deep square pan is preferable. We 
have found thick cardboard boxes 
cut and folded into suitable sizes 
make excellent containers for bak- 
ing fruit cakes, since the cakes are 
not as apt to burn. Line tin cake 
pans with two or three layers of 
greased heavy brown paper to help 
prevent burning. 

Mrs. MacDonald says that more 
rood fruit cakes are spoiled by im- 


proper baking procedure than in 
any other way. Place the cake care- 
fully in the oven for evenness of 
baking, not too low nor too high, | 
Keep the temperature down bet- 
ween 275 to 300 degrees F. During 
the last part of baking, cover the
